The interview fjiven in Victoria recently 
by Cyru.s Woods, retiring ambassador to j 
Japan, on the subject of Japan’s behavior i 
in lier hour of most acute resentment of the 
exclusion measure passed by congress, is 

■ a refutation of much of the nonsensical war 
talk that was heard in this country in dis¬ 
cussing the immigration law. Admitting 
that the Japanese peoi)le felt deeply hurt by 
the jjassage of this law, Mr. Woods summed 

■ up the situatiem in saying: “I have seen no 

' action that was not in keeping with the dig¬ 
nity of the people of a great nation.” 

'I'he anti-American attacks in the Japanese 
press, the returning envoy says, were not 
insi)ired by the Tokio government. Other 
news that has reached us from the Orient 
within the last week attributes the boycott 
movement against United .States good.s to 
certain commercial interests in Japan that 
were ready to capitalize the indignation of 
the people to trade advantage. Any popular 
behavior insjiired by such sordid motives 
cannot be fundamental enough to have any 
significance as to probabilities of future hos¬ 
tilities between two of the nations that have 
been most ])romincnt in the world peace 
movement. 

For all the talk of Japanese resentment 
againsf ' this country's recent legislation, it 
is significant to observe that when test oc¬ 
casions have arisen since the enactment of 
the immigration law, the Japanese weie 
ready to forget their indignation long enough 
to be not only courteous but excessively hos¬ 
pitable and flattering to .\merican rejire- 
sentalives. The ovation given the American 
flying expedition and the tribute p^id to 
Ambassador Woods and party upon their 
dejiarture from Tokio are more significant 
than all the new.^pa])er and rostrum agitation 
aroused by the iiassage of the exclusion law.

“HELL ’N’ MARIA” 

Charles (j. iJawes, chosen by the Repub¬ 
lican national convention as the running mate 
of Cabin Coolidge as candidate for the 
vice-presidency in the next election, once in 
a moment of e.xasiieration in a conspicuous 
and important investigation prefaced a reply 
to a (juestion with the startling exclamation 
“Hell ’ll’ Maria!” It got him great publicity, 
so that in the minds of nine out of ten Amer¬ 
ican citizens and of ten out of ten newspaper 
men tlie first thing that arose upon his nom¬ 
ination was that expletive. 

The first use that is being made hf the 
phrase by the opponents of the Republican 
ticket, before the Democratic candidates are 
known, is the easily obvious suggestion that 
a hot-headed man is teamed up with a con¬ 
spicuously cool-headed one, rather nullifying 
the force of the slogan "Keep Cool with Cool¬ 
idge.” Take your choice, they cynically rep¬ 
resent the Republican candidate choosers as 
saying; if you like a cool candidate vole the 
ticket with Coolidge on it, if you like 'em 
hot vote for the ticket with Dawes on it. 
Tliat will do for the moment; it gets a smile. 
But it doesn't go very deep. 

There is more to Dawes than Hell 'n' 
Maria; at the same time it might be noted 
that there is something of individuality in 
that swear word; at least we never heard of 
anybody else using it. 

iUit a man who can accomplish what Gen¬ 
eral Dawes has done—and it is worth noting 
that he earned the title of General—has 
more in him than unifjue oaths. Xo man 
works out and establishes a national bud¬ 
get, as Dawes did, by jiicturesquc language, 
nor directed the formulation of a plan to cope 
with a complicated international jiroblem, as 
Dawes has done for the reiiarations commis¬ 
sion. Hot temper cannot be the main char¬ 
acteristic of a man who successfully copes 
with matters filled with innumerable dif¬ 
ficult details as these were. VVe should infer 
that he must be primarily a gentleman of 
cool-headed persistence and patience. 

The point in keejMiig cool with Coolidge, as 
the Rejmblicans urge, is to avoid harmful 
hysteria and try to keep things steady and 
moving towards a desirable stability. It 
may be that the Democrats will persuade 
the country that some things are more ur¬ 
gently required. But if that is what the 
country wants and if Coolidge’s unruffled 
pertinacity is the means to accomplish it, 
Dawes seems to be a very fitting partner, ifi 
the camiiaign for election. In spite of the 
reverberations from his once saying ‘‘llell ’u’ 
Maria!” he seems to be a good deal the same 
sort of man as Coolidge, with the added ad¬ 
vantage of a reputation to begin with of a 
more colorful personality than Coolidge had 
when he came before the nation for its votes. 


Manufacturers, trade.smen, engineering pro-j 
jectors and outdoor sportsmen will be deeply

In its bulletin announcing this fact, the| 
commission dips into some interesting his-, 
tory regarding the state's salmon resources ^ 
and the difficulties encountered in preserving! 
them. Early records of the commission show' 
that the saving of the salmon run in the Sac-, 
ramento river W'as one of the principal prob-| 
leins almost from the establishment of the! 
commission in 1870. Unfamiliar with the life 
history of the king salmon, annual fluctuations 
in the catch were very disturbing. Then^ 
came the serious destruction of the breeding! 
ground.s of the salmon due to hydraulic min-' 
ing. For a time it seemed as if it would be 
impossible to save the salmon in the Sacra-j 
mento and San Joaquin rivers because of thisj 
complication. \V'hen hj'draulic mining wasj 
finally stopped, there was a slow increase, 
in the salmon run. The licensing of market 
fishermen as a means of controlling the sal-i 
mon situation was begun on .March 21, 1887.| 
The commission in a recent bulletin states:, 
"The fish and game commission is now' 
confronted with just as serious a problem as 
that of the dcstructi(jn of breeding grounds j 
by hydraulic mining, for a 250-foot dam is' 
proposed for the Klamath river, 80 miles, 
above its mouth. Such a dam would effec-| 
tually block all jjrogress of salmon migrating i 
uj) a river to their Ijreeding grounds, .x! 
hatchery located at the dam would not .solve 
the problem, for the fi.sh in the lower reaches: 
of the river do not readily mature their eggs.' 
.Nor would a fish ladder offer a solution, for 
salmon do mjt utilize fishway.s to any extent. 
The one.way of saving the .salmon is to pro¬ 
hibit further damming of the Klamath.” |

French pjre.sidents, French j)rcniiers, and I 
French cabinets may come and go with fre-j 
quency, but one principle remains fixed re-j 
gardless of change in government personnel;! 
it is the firmness of the French policy to-i 
ward (iennany on reparations. I 

Gaston Doumergue, the new president, up-' 
holds precedent in announcing in his first 
message to parliament that Germany must' 
prove her good faith before the Dawes plan, 
is put into effect. Such proof, he ^aid, mu-t| 
come “from facts and not from mere engage-! 
ments without previous assurance of fulfill-! 
ment. France’s conciliatory spirit, which isj 
sincere and indisputable, cannot go so far a^ 
to lull her vigilance and make her forget the' 
lessons of the past.” , 

Irreconciliablc stands taken by Germany 
and France arc one of the most slul>born 
barriers to jirogress in the reparations dif¬ 
ficulties. Germany contends that the l''renrh 
hold maintained on her premises is a hamli- 
cap to that fullness of ])roducti\e activity ' 
necessary as a condition precedent to making , 
payments on the war account. France re¬ 
torts in effect that <mcc she relea.scs her gri]) 
on Germany the Germans will feel that their 
point is won, and that as a result no fulfill¬ 
ment of promise will then be probable. 1 
Obviously, one of the deadlocking jmwers, 
must concede on this, matter if progress is, 
to be made. France, it appears from the' 
“lessons of the past” has historic basis fori 
lier suspicions. '

The strawberry season is a long 
one in California, but who everi 
tires of this luscious fruit? Other! 
fruits may make delicious short¬ 
cakes, but strawberries are ()ueen 
I of them all. | 

The old-fashioned strawberry, 
shortcake, the one made with a 
biscuit dough foundation, is the 
most popular. This cake Is one. 
of the easiest and quickest des¬ 
serts to prepare. Of course, one! 
must know how to make a good 
biscuit dough foundation. This 
mixture is really so easy to make 
and handle, it is surprising how 
many housewives fail to make a 
light, fluffy biscuit. 

To begin with, measure—don't 
guess at quantities unless yon are 
a natural-born cook. Provide' 
yourself with a half-pint measur 
ing cup;^glaas, tin or aluminum,' 
Sift the flour into a bowl, then 
measure. Allow two cupfuls of 
j sifted flour for a medium-sized 
! shortcake or biscuits sufficient' 
to serve four persons. For each: 

I cupful of sifted flour allow two! 
LEVEi. teaspoonfuls of baking; 

! powder, one-half teaspoonful of; 
salt, and two LEVEL teaspoonfuls' 
of shortening (lard or a lard sub-' 
Btitute) and one-third cupful of 
I milk or half milk and half water ' 

If sour milk or buttermilk Is 
used, omit one teaspounful of bak¬ 
ing powder and use one-fourth tea-' 
spoon (scant) of baking soda. Sift, 
soda with the flour. Sour or but-' 
termilk makes a more temler bis¬ 
cuit dough than swriet milk. After 
flour has been sifted once, plu<e 
sifter in the mixing bowl, measure 
flour, turu into the sifter, then 
measure and add the salt and 
baking powder or baking powder 
and soda, and sift again to tbor- 
ouglily blend tlu'se Ingredients. 
Add sliortening and rub in llglitly 
with the finger tips or chip in 
with a knife. Then measure and 
add milk a little at a time, mix¬ 
ing with a knife, or better still, 
with a spatnlu. 

When well mixed, turn on :i 
slightly floured molding hoard ainl 
knea<l lightly; then cut in half, 
and roll each piece to fit a layer- 
cake pan. Place one layer in tin. 
slightly greased pan, then brush 
the top with melted butter or sub¬ 
stitute, pla(o the other layer on 
top and also brush the top with 
melted butler. Place In a hot oven 
land bake about l.'i nilnutes. This 
cake will serve four or five per¬ 
sons. I 

I The sirawherries should 
iWiistied well, then hulled. Use at 
[least two baskets of berries, while| 
three would be better. Plaen in a; 
howl, sprinkle with sugar, and 
crush a little. Place in a warm 
place until ready for use. 

When shortcake is baked, slipj 
it on to a serving plate; iare-| 
fully lift off the top layer whlchi 
can easily he removed. Two lay¬ 
ers which can be separatinl are 
very much easier to handle than 
Cutting tlirough a single layer; 
the cake will he ligliter Ilian if it 
Is cut. Putter generously und| 
spread with strawberries; place! 
the sei'oud layer on top, ernsi 
side next to the berries; belter 
and cover with strawberries. Serve 
at once, either plain or wiili table 
or whipped cream. 

Individual shortcakes are at¬ 
tractive. Use a large lilscuit cul¬ 
ler: roll dough to one-half ln<h| 
thickness; cut biscuits; place on 
a greased pan, briisli top over 
with melted butter or substitute. 
Iluko in a liol oven about 12 min¬ 
utes. Ureak open (do not cut), 
spread with butter, and cover with 
slrawbcrrle.s.
